Two  BYU  professors 
pondered  Thursday 
environmental  impact  and 
economics  in  the  development 
of  Utah’s  potential  oil  shale 
industry,  currently  being 
promoted  by  Sen.  Wallace  F. 
Bennett,  R-Utah. 

“1  don’t  care  how  you  look 
at  it—  this  will  be  one  of  the 
worst  polluters,”  said  Dr. 
Harold  J.  Bissell  of  the 
Geology  Department  on  the 
oil  shale  mining. 

“It  seems  reasonable  to  go 
into  oil  shale  production,” 
according  to  Dr.  Kenneth  C. 
Bullock  of  the  same 
department.  Because  of  the 
present  need  and  the  future 
outlook  of  a  greater  demand 
for  fuel  the  United  States  must 
look  for  more  energy  sources, 
he  said. 

WITH  THE  current  fuel 
shortage  interest  has  increased 
in  the  mining  and  refining  of 
oil  shale  for  future  energy 
needs.  Bennett  is  urging  the 
opening  of  Utah  land  to  the 
development  of  these  deposits. 

“The  production  of  oil  shale 
on  a  large  scale  could  also 
result  in  one  of  Utah’s  largest 
industries  bringing  in  billions 
of  dollars  in  royalties,  taxes 
and  salaries,”  the  Senator  said. 

The  environmental  impact 
report  on  oil  shale  mining  in 
Utah,  Wyoming  and  Colorado 
was  released  Tuesday  by  the 
Interior  Department.  Bennett 
reports  there  is  a  potential  600 
billion  barrels  of  oil  contained 
in  the  three  states’  oil  shale 
deposits. 

“Naturally  there  is  going  to 
be  a  significant  impact  on  the 
environment  from  any 
development  of  this  shale,  but 
steps  are  being  taken  to  hold 
that  impact  to  a  minimum  and 
I  am  hopeful  that  the 
statement  can  be  approved 
quickly,”  Bennett  stated. 

Energy  needs  are  first  in  the 
final  analysis  but  we  don’t 


need  this  right  now,  Bissell 
said.  At  the  present  time 
studies  and  methods  for  the 
development  of  the  oil  shale 
resources  are  inadequate.  “The 
question  is  how  important  is  it 
and  is  it  needed  now,”  he 
added. 

Because  of  the  shale’s 
position  there  will  be  strip 
mining  “on  a  scale  you  can  not 
imagine,”  said  Bissell.  Unlike 
coal  oil  shale  is  often  not  in  a 
single,  large  stratum  and  many 
of  the  layers  of  shale  are  not 
flat  making  removal  of  the 
shale  by  underground  mining 
difficult. 

The  practice  of  back-filling 
often  used  in  coal  strip  mining 
would  also  be  unfeasible  with 
the  strip  mining  of  oil  shale,  he 
said.  The  land  would  be 
altered,  roads  would  be  built 
into  the  Uintas  and  the  Uinta 
basin  would  experience  a 
population  explosion. 

THE  MINING  of  oil  shale 
would  contaminate  water 
supplies  in  the  area,  Bissell 
said.  The  water  flowing  from 
the  open  mines  would  contain 
mineral  solution  which  could 
be  damaging  to  crops  and 
harmful  to  humans.  The  water 
shed  areas  would  be  destroyed 
and  underground  water 
polluted  by  the  mining,  he 
stated. 

Another  consideration  in  the 
development  of  the  deposits  is 
the  mass  of  material  that  must 
be  removed  to  extract  the 
shale  because  shale  is  not 
always  one  of  the  top  layers. 

“With  the  possible  end 
results  is  it  worth  it,”  Bissell 
said,  when  there  have  not  been 
enough  studies  done  to  offset 
the  bad  effects. 

“Are  we  ready  to  rush  right 
out  and  start  bulldozing 
immediately?”  he  asked. 

The  United  States  is  using 
oil  faster  than  it  can  produce 
it,  Bullock  said,  “it  is  a  matter 
of  necessity  that  we  have 
production  in  the  oil  shale 
field.” 

The  largest  deposits  of  oil 


shale  are  in  the  Uinta  Basin  of 
Utah,  the  Green  River  Deposit 
in  Wyoming  and  the  Piceance 
Basin  in  Colorado.  Because  of 
the  richness  of  the  Piceance 
Basin  deposit,  “it  is  most 
likely  commercial  production 
will  begin  in  Colorado,” 
Bullock  stated. 

Oil  shale  mining  will  be 
“largely  underground,”  he 
said,  “and  in  some  areas 
surface  operations  will  be 
feasible.”  One  of  the  problems 
which  will  come  from  refining 
of  the  shale  is  the  disposal  of 
the  waste  matter.  One  solution

Joseph  A.  “Jock”  Yablonski 
and  Yablonski’s  wife  and 
daughter  in  nearby  Clarksville, 
Pa.,  on  New  Year’s  Eve,  1969. 

The  charges  were  handed  up 
here  and  in  Washington,  Pa., 
on  the  basis  of  disclosures 
from  William  J.  Turnblazer, 
52,  a  middle-level  UMW 
official  who  was  quoted  by 
investigators  as  saying  Boyle 
instigated  the  murder  plot.

Oil  shale  is  being  strip  mined 
successfully  in  Anthabasca, 
Canada,  according  to  Bullock. 

The  cost  of  refining  oil  shale 
fuel  is  slightly  higher  than  that 
of  liquid  fuel.  Oil  coming  from 
oil  wells  cost  around  $3.50  a 
barrel  and  oil  extracted  from 
oil  shale  would  cost  about  $4, 
he  said.  One  ton  of  shale  can 
produce  20  to  30  gallons  of 
oil,  he  added. 

Oil  is  extracted  from  the 


was  charged  both  with  murder 
at  the  state  level  and  with 
conspiracy  by  a  federal  grand 
jury  here.  He  pleaded  guilty  to 
the  federal  conspiracy  charge 
at  once,  and  publicly 
acknowledged  his  role  in  the 
case. 

Boyle  was  arrested  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  shortly  after 
the  conspiracy  indictment  was 
returned. 

“I  DON’T  KNOW  what  it’s 
all  about,”  Boyle  told 
newsmen  as  he  was  escorted 
by  FBI  agents  to  a  waiting  car. 
He  made  no  other  statement, 
but  previously  has  denied  any 
knowledge  of  the  killings. 

Later,  Boyle  was  taken 
before  U.S.  Magistrate  Arthur 
Burnett.  The  government 
agreed  to  set  bond  at  $50,000 
and  postpone  until  Sept.  25  a 
hearing  on  Boyle’s  removal  to 
Pennsylvania.  Boyle  posted 
bond  and  was  released.

Plato  Cacheris,  told  newsmen

“In  view  of  the  current 
domestic  energy  shortages,  I 
think  we  should  get  moving  on 
shale  production  as  soon  as 
possible  to  supplement  our 
dwindling  supply  of  domestic 
oil,”  Bennett  said. 

Plans  for  the  development  of 
the  oil  shale  involve  the  leasing 
of  10,000  acres  to  commercial 
oil  companies  and  the  building 
of  pilot  plants  to  extract  the 
oil  from  the  rock. 


Boyle  had  no  idea  an  arrest 
would  be  coming  Thursday. 

If  convicted  bn  either  the 
state  or  federal  charges,  Boyle 
could  be  sentenced  to  life  in 
prison.

THE  KUWAIT  F  oreign 
Ministry  confirmed  the  landing 
of  the  Syrian  Arab  Airlines 
Caravelle  jet  after  a  flight  of 
nearly  3,500  miles,  including  a 
refueling  stop  at  Cairo.  The 
ministry  said  there  were  six 
hostages  on  board. 

The  Syrian  Arab  News 
Agency  said  all  persons  aboard 
were  reported  to  be  safe  after 
the  flight  from  Paris,  where 
the  gunmen  held  the  Arabs 
and  other  hostages  in  the 
embassy  for  27  hours, 
threatening  to  kill  them  if  they 
did  not  receive  safe  passage 
out  of  the  country. 

THE  FRENCH  government, 
which  backed  down  on  its 
earlier  stand  not  to  let  the 
terrorists  go  unless  they 
surrendered  their  weapons, 
gave  them  safe  passage  once 
they  freed  two  French  women 
who  had  been  threatened  with 
death  at  the  barricaded 
embassy  building. 

The  terrorists  seemed  to 
have  realized  virually  all  their 
original  demands. 

POLICE  AT  LeBourget 
airport  said  there  were  five 
gunmen  on  the  Syrian  Arab 
Airlines  Caravelle  jetliner. 

The  gunmen  failed  to  gain 
one  key  objective  —  release  of 
convicted  terrorist  Abou 
Daoud  from  a  Jordanian 
prison.  Otherwise  they  were 
able  to  leave  the  embassy  with 
satisfaction  of  demands  they 
announced  after  taking  over 
the  building.  They  left  on  an 
Arab  aircraft  with  an  Arab 
crew,  traveled  to  the  airport  as 
specified  in  a  bus  and  without 
police  escort,  carried  their 
arms,  and  pushed  their 
hostages  along  ahead  of  them 
into  the  plane. 

THE  PLANE  landed  in  Cairo 
Thursday  night  after  a 
2,200-mile  flight  from  Paris, 
then  took  off  after  a 
55-minute  refueling  stop, 
authorities  reported. 

None  of  the  hostages 
released  Thursday  was  injured 
and  the  French  women 
referred  to  their  captors  as 
“gentlemen.”  There  was  no 
clear  picture  emerging  of  who 
the  terrorists  were  or  why  they 
picked  out  the  Saudi  Embassy 
for  attack.

Riders  increase 


Bus  line  pays  own  way

In  the  annual  BYU 
President’s  Address  Thursday, 
President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  urged 
students  to  “take  up  the 
challenge  of  learning”  in 
intellectual,  religious,  physical, 
social  and  artistic  areas. 

Pres.  Oaks  also  touched  on 
topics  as  diverse  as  drug  use, 
pornography,  the  money 
resources  of  BYU,  possible 
elimination  of  exam  week  and 
responsibilities  of  students 
under  the  BYU  Honor  Code. 

He  spoke  in  the  half-full 
Marriott  Center. 

Pres.  Oaks  emphatically 
quashed  the  “misapprehen¬ 
sion”  that  BYU  exists  “for  any 
purpose  other  than  to  provide 
a  university  education.” 

“THE  OPPORTUNITY  for 

our  choice  young  men  and 
women  to  meet  and  marry 
someone  of  their  own  faith”  is 
“a  welcome  by-product  of  the 
coeducational  enterprise,”  he 
said. 

But  no  other  reason  than  a 
complete  university  education 
“is  sufficient  to  justify  the 
enormous  capital  investment 
and  annual  financial  support 
appropriated  to  Brigham 
Young  University,”  he 
declared. 

Earlier  in  his  address,  Pres. 
Oaks  said  that  each  BYU 
student  has,  “in  effect,  a 
scholarship  of  $1,200.  That  is 
the  approximate  amount  of 
Church  appropriation  per 
student  in  addition  to  tuition 


to  cover  the  costs  of  education 
at  BYU.” 

Other  LDS  Church 
investment  for  buildings, 
grounds  and  other  facilities 
over  the  last  20  years  comes  to 
more  than  $100  million,  Pres. 
Oaks  said . 


“EACH  PERSON  who 
benefits  from  this  University 
community  has  a  great 
stewardship  to  use  these 
resources  wisely  and  in  the 
way  the  Lord  and  his  servants 
intended,”  Pres.  Oaks 
continued. 

Included  in  the  wise  use  of 
BYU’s  resources  is  religious 
activity,  he  said. 

“Church  attendance  is  not 
required  at  BYU.  Neither  is 
attendance  at  the  library.  But 
students  who  fail  to  maintain 
an  active  religious  life,  just  like 
students  who  fail  to 
participate  in  the  intellectual 
life  of  the  University,  are 
missing  such  a  vital  part  of  the 
educational  experience  that 
they  raise  serious  questions 
about  the  appropriateness  of 
their  continued  enrollment.” 

“All  over  the  world  there  are 
young  Latter-day  Saints  who 
would  like  to  attend  Brigham 
Young  University,  to 
participate  in  the  entire 
educational  program.  Those 
who  occupy  places  here  have  a 
responsibility  to  use  those 
resources  to  the  fullest,  or  to 
step  aside  for  those  who  will,” 
Pres.  Oaks  said. 


HE  EXHORTED 

non-Latter-day  Saints  on 
campus  to  have  an  active 
religious  life  in  LDS  branches 
or  in  the  church  of  their 
choice. 

Part  of  BYU  students’  duty 
is  to  exert  ‘‘loving 
encouragement  upon  one 
another”  to  fulfill  all 
responsibilities  under  the  Code 
of  Honor. 

“A  student  who  is  aware  of 
serious  behavioral  irregularities 
on  the  part  of  a  roommate  of 
another  fellow  student,  such  as 
drinking,  drug  abuse  or  sexual 
misconduct,  cannot 
conscientiously  ignore  that 
behavior,”  he  said. 

Pres.  Oaks  gave  special 
attention  to  the  problem  of 
drug  abuse  on  campus. 

He  cited  personal  experience 
prosecuting  and  defending 
persons  accused  of  drug 
offenses. 

“I  am  more  determined  than 
anyone  that  we  will  not  permit 
this  tool  of  the  devil  to  gain  a 
foothold  at  BYU,  as  it  has  on 
so  many  high  school  and 
college  campuses,”  he  said. 

He  then  reiterated  BYU’s 
policy  of  immediate  dismissal 
for  students  found 
distributing,  using  or 
possessing  drugs  without 
authorization. 


OF  DRESS  and  grooming 
standards,  part  of  the  Honor 
Code,  Pres.  Oaks  said,  “BYU 
students  overwhelmingly 
support”  them. 

But  some  “deceitful 


fellows”  violate  the  standards 
purposely,  by  wearing  wigs  or 
slicking  hair  back  for 
registration  and  then  letting 
long  hair  show  for  every-day 
wear. 

“That  kind  of  deceitfulness 
is  a  contemptible  continuing 
insult  to  the  University  and  its 
rule-abiding  students  and 
faculty,”  he  said. 

Pres.  Oaks  exhorted  students 
to  avoid  pornography,  “For 
your  own  good.” 

“The  most  effective  way  to 
control  unwholesome  movies, 
literature,  and  every  other 
form  of  evil  that  we  would  like 
to  eliminate  from  the  market 
place  is  to  avoid  patronizing 
it,”  he  said. 

“The  free  enterprise  method 
of  controlling  evil,  by  not 
patronizing  it,  is  more 
effective  in  most  instances  and 
has  less  bad  side  effects  than 
the  more  popular  method  of 
passing  a  law  to  make  certain 
behavior  a  crime,”  he  added. 

Pres.  Oaks  also  said  he  was 
‘‘concerned  with  the 
inefficiencies  involved  in  our 
current  examination  week 
schedule.” 

“In  order  to  safeguard  and 
utilize  the  full  16  weeks  of 
instructional  time,  we  are 
currently  exploring  the 
possibility  of  discontinuing  a 
formal  examination  week 
effective  this  fall,  and  holding 
classes  through  the  sixteenth 
week  of  the  semester,”  he  said. 

He  noted  a  final  decision 
would  be  forthcoming  in  a  few 
weeks. 


bus  service  would  be  repaid  to 
the  transit  company.  But, 
since  ticket  sales  have  been 
very  successful,  Hill  said  the 
mall  is  currently  not 
financially  obligated. 

“They  don’t  pay  us  a  dime,” 
he  said.  “All  we  wanted  was  a 
guarantee  that  we  wouldn’t 
lose  money.” 

Hill  said  past  history  of  the 
bus  line  shows  it  receives 
enough  student  patronage  to 
continue  even  without  the  new 
extended  route  to  the  mall. 

Since  1946  it  has  been 
running  between  downtown 
Provo  ‘and  the  BYU  campus. 
But  he  does  concede  that  the 
line  running  to  the  mall  owes 
its  success  to  student 
patronage. 

“The  bus  line,  just  like  a  lot 
of  businesses  in  Provo,  is 
geared  toward  the  students.  If 


they  don’t  use  it,  we  simply 
don’t  exist,”  he  said. 

Drivers  of  this,  Utah 
County’s  only  mass  transit 
system,  support  Hill’s  report 
of  student  passengers.  One 
driver  said  nine  out  of  every 
10  passengers  he  sees  appear  t  o 
be  college  age,  most  of  them 
girls. 

Another,  said  he  notices  a 
definite  pattern.  “Mornings  we 
pick  most  of  our  passengers  up 
downtown,  or  at  the  mall,  and 
let  them  off  on  campus.  In  the 
evenings,  it  generally  runs  in 
reverse.” 

He  also  said,  “Saturday  has 
no  particular  pattern.  They 
usually  get  on  when  the  spirit 
moves  them  and  go  where  they 
want  to  go.” 

The  bus  leaves  the  Wilkinson 
Center  canopy  eight  minutes 
after  every  hour  during  the 
d  ay .

Committee 


aids  faculty 


A  new  committee  to  help  resolve  problems  facing  University 
faculty,  staff  and  adminstrators  in  dealing  with  their  private 
interests  was  created  recently. 

The  new  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Conflict  of  Interest  is  a 
23-member  body  chaired  by  Bruce  C.  Hafen,  associate  professor 
of  law.  Members  were  appointed  as  representatives  from  all  the 
colleges  and  other  departments  on  campus.  The  committee  will 
report  to  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  on  its  findings  and 
recommendations. 


MANY  DIVERSE  PROBLEMS  exist  when  University  employes 
engage  in  private  businesses  or  projects  along  with  their  jobs  at 
BYU,  according  to  Hafen.  This  is  a  “very  normal  occurrence”  but 
one  which  understandably  can  cause  some  difficulties,  he  said. 

“The  committee’s  primary  duty  is  an  educational  one  —  to  alert 
members  of  the  university  community  to  kinds  of  situations  that 
could  be  interpreted  as  creating  conflicts  of  interest,”  said  Hafen. 
He  explained  private  work  and  outside  involvements  might 
expose  BYU  faculty,  staff  and  administrataors  to  possible 
criticism. 

The  committee  was  created  to  examine  possible  problems 
existing  in  these  situations  as  well  as  educate  employes  as  to  when 
such  involvements  might  not  be  compatible  with  University 
standards,  according  to  the  chairman. 


THE  COMMITTEE  MIGHT  publish  some  recommended 
guidelines,  but  Hafen  emphasized  the  main  purpose  was  to 
“simply  make  people  more  sensitive  and  aware”  of  problems  that 
might  arise.

Bookstore  expansion  planned 


Plans  for  the  expansion  of 
the  bookstore  will  be 
completed  in  three  to  four 
weeks,  according  to  Fred 
Schwendiman,  assistant 
business  vice-president  and 
member  of  the  campus 
planning  committee. 

The  decision  has  not  yet 
been  made  whether  to 
expand  to  the  north  or  west 
side  of  the  present 
bookstore.  According  to 
Roger  Utley,  general  manager 
of  the  bookstore,  the  size  of 
the  new  construction  will 
depend  upon  the  direction  in 
which  the  building  is  built. 

Utley  said  the  bookstore 
was  to  be  expanded  because 
it  could  not  now 
accommodate  the  present 
enrollment  of  students  at 
BYU.

the  doors  and  ask  them  to 
wait  while  we  serve  the  ones 
already  inside.”

Oaks  meets  Japanese  educator 


Council  provides 
student  funding 


The  ASBYU  College  Council 
has  afforded  students  the 
funds  and  the  opportunity  to 
conduct  real-life  research 
projects,  according  to  Chuck 
Bush,  chairman  of  the 
council’s  research  grants 
sub-committee. 

The  council  funded  many 
departmental  projects  during 
the  1972-73  school  year,  and 
the  results  that  arose  from 
these  grants  were  particularly 
noteworthy,  said  Bush. 

According  to  Tom  King, 
present  chairman  of  the 
College  Council,  the  council  is 
the  major  funding  body  in 
student  government.  Under 
the  direction  of  Spence 
Ellsworth,  last  year’s  council 
chairman,  the  first  year  of  the 
council’s  operations  saw 
extensive  contributions  to 
academic-oriented  projects, 
explained  King. 

The  major  aim  of  the 
council  is  to  make  a  significant 
contribution  to  academic 
advancement  at  BYU,  King 
explained.  According  to  the 
Executive  Council  by-law 
establishing  the  College 
Council,  its  duties  include 
allocation  of  funds  for 
“academic  improvement, 
research  or  enrichment.” 

“Fund  proposals,”  said 
King,  “are  considered  on  the 
academic  nature  of  the 
proposal  as  defined  by  the 
department  submitting  it,  the 
number  of  students  involved 
or  affected  by  the  proposal 
and  the  availability  of  other 
possible  sources  of  funding.” 

The  council  is  made  up  of 
14  voting  members 
representing  each  college,  one 
representative  from  the 
graduate  school,  a  chairman 
and  a  secretary.  All  are 
students  appointed  by  the 
ASBYU  President  in 
consultation  with  the 


and  112.  “This  modular 
teaching  project  aided  in  the 
development  of  better 
teaching  techniques  and 
improved  ways  of  conducting 
classes,”  he  said. 

“Another  project  that  has 
proved  successful,”  explained 
Bush,  “is  the  PLC  student 
compiler.”  This  project 
involves  a  computer  language 
program  compiler  being  used 
by  the  humanities  and  social 
sciences  colleges.  The  compiler 
performs  textual  analysis  and 
analyzes  literature.  “Computer 
Science  1 30,  section  2,  is  being 
offered  to  humanities  students 
this  fall  for  this  very  purpose,” 
he  added.

Savant  will  explain  math's 
role  in  contemporary  life 


The  increasing  involvement 
of  mathematicians  in  the 
problems  of  society  will  be 
discussed  by  one  of  the 
nation’s  leading 
mathematicians  at  BYU 
Monday,  Sept.  10. 

Dr.  Donald  L.  Thomsen  Jr., 
president  and  executive 
director  of  the  Institute  for 
Mathematics  and  Society  of 
the  Society  for  Industrial  and 
Applied  Mathematics,  will 
speak  at  4:10  p.m.  in  Room 
184,  JKB.  All  faculty, 
students,  and  the  public  are 
invited  to  attend. 

Dr.  Thomsen,  who  resides  in 
New  York,  points  out  that 
mathematicians  are  making 
substantial  contributions  in 
the  areas  of  ecology,  energy 
and  resources,  environment, 
health  care,  population 
growth,  sociology, 
transportation,  and  urban 
services. 

After  receiving  his  Ph.D.  in 


mathematics  from 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  in  1947,  Dr. 
Thomsen  began  a  teaching 
career  which  included 
positions  at  Haverford  College, 
California  Institute  of 
Technology  and  the  Jet 


Propulsion  Laboratory  and 
Pennsylvania  State  University. 

In  19  54  he  joined  IBM 
Corporation  in  the  Applied 
Science  Division  and  has  held 
various  positions,  including 
most  recently  director  of 
Engineering  Education. 


Reverend  Katsutaro 
Kobayashi,  Dean  of  the  Rissho 
Kosei-kai  Institute  in  Japan, 
met  with  President  Dallin  H. 
Oaks  yesterday  for  the 
purpose  of  building  relations 
between  BYU  and  the 
Japanese  institute. 

Reverend  Kobayashi 
explained  to  President  Oaks 
that  his  institute  deals  mainly 
with  teaching  laymen  the 
religion  of  Rissho  Kosei-kai,  a 
break-off  from  Buddhism.  He 
said  he  could  see  no  real 
difference  between  the 
administration  of  his  institute 
and  the  administration  of 
private  universities  in  America. 

However,  he  explained  that 
the  administration  at  his 
institute  train  lay  leaders  who 
are  able  to  work  in  the  Rissho 
Kosei-kai  church. 

He  further  explained,  “Our 
administration  of  education  is 
as  important,  and  as  powerful 
and  close  a  relationship  as  we 
will  see  in  the  United  States.” 

Reverend  Kobayashi 
presented  President  Oaks  a 
Lotus  Sutra  fan  inscribed  with 
scriptures  from  his  church.  In 
turn,  President  Oaks  gave 
Reverend  Kobayashi  a  paper 
weight  bearing  the  BYU  seal. 

Reverend  Kobayashi  plans 
to  tour  the  U.S.  for  25  days 
and  observe  the  way  schools 
are  administered  across  the 
nation.  § 

The  Rissho  Kosei-kai  church 
was  formed  35  years  ago  and 
to-date  has  a  membership  of 
3,500,000  persons.  It  is 
headed  by  President  Niwano. 

The  church  believes  the 
essential  way  of  salvation  in 
Buddhism,  in  the  spirit  of 
Buddhist  laymen,  is  to  perfect

WASHINGTON  —  President  Nixon  will  nominate  John  R. 
Bartels  Jr.  to  be  the  first  permanent  administrator  of  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration,  government  sources  say. 
Meanwhile,  the  nomination  of  Russell  E.  Train  as  administrator 
of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  by  the  Senate  is 
expected  this  week.  And  Elburt  F.  Osborn,  director  of  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Mines,  announced  that  he  plans  to  resign. 


Postal  service  paying  debt 


WASHINGTON  —  The  Postal  Service  this  month  begins  to  pay 
a  multi-million  dollar  debt  owed  to  more  than  500,000  present 
and  former  employes.  The  payments  must  be  made  under  a  court 
decision  that  held  that  the  Postal  Service  illegally  withheld 
overtime  pay  from  many  workers. 


Cholera  outbreak  jumps 


ROME  -  The  two-week-old  cholera  outbreak  in  Italy  jumped 
north  Wednesday  as  a  case  was  reported  in  Prato,  20  miles 
northwest  of  Florence.  Naples  and  Bari,  in  the  south,  have  been 
hit  hardest,  with  isolated  cases  in  Rome  and  Sardinia,  but  the 
disease  appears  to  be  subsiding  in  the  south.  Shellfish  is  blamed, 
particularly  mussels,  and  there  have  been  19  deaths.

A  report  is  expected  within 
a  few  days  on  blood  and  other 
samples  sent  to  a  public  health 
service  laboratory  in  Georgia, 
said  Dr.  John  Mather,  director 
of  the  Preventive  Medicine 
Division  of  the  state  health 


have  been  reported  recently, 
but  it  is  believed  the  outbreak 
is  continuing.  The  department 
said  it  has  been  getting  about 
four  telephone  calls  a  day 
from  persons  who  either  have 
the  symptoms  of  the  disease  or 
who  know  someone  who  does 
have  it.

Mather  said  blood,  throat 
cultures,  spinal  fluid  and  stool 
specimens  have  been  taken 
from  the  1 1  persons  whose 
illnesses  were  reported  in  June 
and  July. 

A  spokesman  for  the 
department  said  no  new  cases 


Symptoms  include  fever, 
headache,  stiff  neck, 
sometimes  nausea,  and  in  rare 
cases,  paralysis  which 
eventually  will  go  away. 


If  the  disease  proves  to  be 
“aseptic”  meningitis,  Dr. 
Mather  said,  it  probably  is 
being  caused  by  a 
gastro-intestinal  virus  or  a 
nose-throat  virus.

After  an  hour  of 
welcoming  speeches,  Stennis  told  the  senators  that  their  words 
“add  up  to  the  greatest  challenge  that  I  have  ever  faced.”  Three 
men  have  been  arrested  in  the  robbery -shooting.  One  has  pleaded 
guilty. 


IN  A  veto  message,  Nixon 
said  the  measure  approved  by 
Congress  ‘‘would 
unfortunately  do  far  more 
harm  than  good.

Riots  shake  Santiago 


SANTIAGO,  Chile  (AP)  - 
Tear  gas  fumes  clung  to 
Santiago  Thursday  after  hours 
of  rioting  sparked  by  a  massive 
women’s  demonstration 
demanding  that  Marxist 
President  Salvador  Allende 
resign. 

At  least  35  persons  were 
injured  in  the  capital.  In  Los 
Angeles,  400  miles  to  the 
south,  a  senator  from 
Allende’s  Socialist  party  was 
stoned  and  cut  about  the  face 
and  hands  when  he  tried  to 
drive  through  a  roadblock 
thrown  up  by  striking  truck 
owners.

DENVER  (AP)  A  Utah 
Power  &  Light  Co.  spokesman

“If  the  concept  of  “best 
available  control  technology, 
means  that  new  power  plant 
facilities  shall  incorporate  the 
most  modern  workable 
pollution-control  facilities  that 
will  allow  significant  benefits 
commensurate  with  necessary 
expenditures,  we  can 
wholeheartedly  support  this 
concept,”  Topham  said.

MISSOULA,  Mont.  (AP)  - 
Tired  of  waiting  on  tables? 

Why  not  trade  your  apron 
for  a  summer  of  danger  and 
excitement  battling  forest 
fires? 

That’s  just  what  a  group  of 
young  women  did,  and  they 
say  they  have  no  regrets. 


“WE  WERE  always  being 
watched,”  says  Kate  Brown, 
Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  now  a 
veteran  fire  fighter.  “Like  any 
minority,  we  had  to  be 
superhuman,  practically.” 

The  group  of  25  women, 
aged  18-31,  arrived  at  the 
800-acre  Koo  Koo  Fire  in 
western  Montana  to  the  tune 
of  catcalls,  whistles  and  stares. 

Six  days  later,  when  they 
left  the  fireline  with 
smoke-grimed  faces  and  weary 
muscles,  they  had  proven  their 
worth  in  one  of  the  worst  fires 
of  the  season.

heat  of  battle  with  one  day’s 
training,  expecting  to  be 
employed  in  the  milder 
mop-up  operations  at  first. 

“1  think  people  thought  we 
were  screened  pretty  well,” 
said  Miss  Brown,  26,  “but  we 
were  put  right  on  the  fire 
line.”

Arab  Paris  attack 


jars  summit  meet 


ALGIERS  (AP)  -  The  Arab 
guerrilla  attack  on  the  Saudi 
Arabian  embassy  in  Paris 
injected  a  jarring  note  in  the 
summit  conference  of 
nonaligned  nations  Thursday 
and  detracted  from  a  call  by 
President  Houari  Boumedienne 
for  a  general  break  in 
diplomatic  relations  with 
Israel. 

Instead  of  lobbying  for  an 
anti-Israeli  resolution,  Arab 
foreign  ministers  were 
occupied  with  the  embassy 
incident.  They  discussed  it  for 
two  hours  Wednesday  night, 
conferred  Thursday  morning 
with  their  chiefs  of  state  and 
scheduled  another  meeting 
Thursday  afternoon. 

The  foreign  ministers  were 
reported  furious  at  the  timing 
of  the  attack.  “One  wonders 
just  what  is  behind  all  this,” 
said  one  of  them. 

King  Faisal  of  Saudi  Arabia 
looked  grim  and  drawn  as  he 
emerged  from  the  opening 
session  of  the  four-day 
conference  Wednesday.  He 
made  no  statement,  but 
sources  in  his  entourage  said 
he  felt  the  attack  was  the  work 
of  “terrorists  and  saboteurs, 
not  of  Palestinians.” 

Boumedienne,  anxious  to 
keep  the  conference  from 
being  overshadowed  by  the 
Paris  affair,  conferred  with 
Palestinian  guerrilla  chieftain 
Yasir  Arafat.  Arafat  assured 
him  the  terrorists  in  Paris  were 


unknown  to  him  and  not  part 
of  a  recognized  Palestinian 
organization. 

Neither  Boumediene  nor 
President  Anwar  Sadat  of 
Egypt,  the  only  two  Arab 
speakers  at  the  opening 
conference  session,  mentioned 
the  events  in  Paris  in  their 
speeches. 

Along  with  his  call  on  the 
nonaligned  nations  to  boycott 
Israel,  the  conference’s 
Algerian  host  urged  joint 
action  by  the  76  nations  to 
protect  their  economic 
interests.  And  he  warned  that 
there  was  an  “imminent  threat 
of  imperialist  military 
intervention”  in  the  Persian 
Gulf  area.  He  did  not  indict 
the  United  States  by  name, 
but  it  was  obvious  that 
Washington  was  his  target. 

The  elder  statesman  of  the 
conference,  81-year-old 
President  Tito  of  Yugoslavia, 
warned  the  nonaligned 
countries  against  allowing  the 
lessening  of  world  tensions  to 
undermine  their  solidarity. 

The  5 1  chiefs  of  state  and 
heads  of  government  present 
also  include  Prime  Minister 
Indira  Gandhi  of  India, 
bemedalled  President  Idi  Amin 
of  Uganda,  Prime  Minister 
Fidel  Castro  of  Cuba  in  a  new 
green  fatigue  uniform,  wizened 
Emperor  Haile  Selassie  of 
Ethiopia  and  shirt -sleeved  Col. 
Moammar  Khadafy,  from 
Libya.

PHNOM  PENH  (AP)  - 
Khmer  Rouge  insurgents 
Thursday  infiltrated  into 
Kompong  Cham,  Cambodia’s 
third  largest  city,  and  battled 
government  troops  in  the 
streets  around  the  central 
market,  Western  sources 
reported. 

The  sources  said  the 
insurgents  also  committed“acts 
of  terrorism,  shooting  some 
civilians  and  throwing  hand 
grenades.” 

There  was  no  report  of 
casualties.

5,000  to  8,000  insurgents.  Its 
capture  would  be  a 
psychological  boost  to  the 
Khmer  Rouge  and  would  also 
remove  a  threat  to  their  supply 
lines  in  that  area.

“We  get  some  of  them  as 
many  as  three  times  a  year,” 
Skinner  said . 

“Wetbacks”  or  illegal  aliens 
are  common  throughout 
southern  Idaho  and 
particularly  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  state.  They  are  in  the 
country  illegally,  with  no  work 
permit  or  visa,  and  are 
deported  almost  as  soon  as 
they  are  caught.  Yet  it  isn’t 
against  the  law  for  an  Idaho 
farmer  to  hire  a  wetback.  And 
many  farmers  apparently  are 
willing  to  hire  labor  that  works 
cheap,  doesn’t  complain  about 
conditions  and  will  do  the  less 
attractive  jobs. 

“THERE’S  NO  way  in  the 
world  you  can  get  a  count  on 
them,”  said  H.  Fred  Garrett, 
state  employment  director. 
“It’s  like  grabbing  a  handful  of 
quick -silver.  But  they’ve  been 
able  to  keep  the  labor  supply 
in  balance. 

“We  simply  have  an 
inadequate  supply  of  labor  to 
do  all  the  jobs  on  the  farm.  If 
the  supply  dried  up,  we’d  be 
short  of  labor.” 

Garrett  said  he  guessed  there 
were  500  to  600  illegals  in 
Idaho.  “Of  course,  the  farmer 
will  deny  having  them,”  he 
said.  “The  illegals  themselves 
don’t  dare  complain  about

housing  .  .  .  they  might  expose 
themselves.” 

Lou  Fifield,  investigator  for 
the  U.S.  Immigration  Service 
regional  office  in  Helena, 
Mont.,  said  in  an  interview 
with  The  Post-Register  at 
Idaho  Falls  1,736  Mexican 
nationals  were  arrested  in 
southern  Idaho  in  1970  and 
1971.  Skinner  says  his  office 
processed  186  wetbacks  this 
year  by  mid -August,  “and  I’m 
sure  we  had  at  least  300  last 
year.” 

Canyon  County  officials  say 
they  also  detained  about  300 
illegal  aliens  last  year  for 
deportation  to  Mexico. 

They’re  just  the  ones  who 
get  caught. 

“THE  FARMERS  put  out 
the  word  that  they  need  so 
much  help  and  at  $200  a  head, 
the  suppliers  give  them  all  the 
help  they  need,”  Fifield  said. 
“Idaho  is  getting  worse  in  my 
opinion.  It  never  used  to  be 
that  bad  a  problem.” 

Although  the  illegal  aliens 
have  no  legal  protection,  they 
have  some  people  looking  out 
for  them.  Many  employes  of 
the  Idaho  Migrant  Council 
themselves  are  Mexican- 
Americans  and  feel  a  certain 
kinship  to  the  wetbacks. 

“I  don’t  think  I’d  turn  one 
in,”  said  Celia  Longoria  of 
Pocatello,  a  council  worker. 
“It’s  not  his  fault  that  the  laws 
are  not  enforced.  We  feel  a 
certain  kinship  with 
them  .  .  .  they  are  our 
nationality  and  most  are  from 
large  families,  trying  to 
support  them.” 

Wetbacks  are  causing 
problems  for  the  migrant 
workers  who  traditionally  have 
come  to  Idaho  for  farm  work. 
Because  so  many  illegals  are 
used,  there  isn’t  any  work  for 
the  migrants. 

“There’s  a  real  shortage  of 
jobs  in  places  like  Power 
county,”  Mrs.  Longoria  said. 
“The  migrants  are  promised 
jobs  and  when  they  get  here, 
they  don’t  get  any  because  the 
illegals  will  work  for  $1  an 
hour  or  $1.50.  The  migrant 
can’t  afford  to  work  for  that.” 

She  said  a  family  named 
Trevino,  with  nine  children, 
came  to  American  Falls  this 
summer  from  Harlingen,  Tex., 
but  found  their  jobs  had  been 
taken  by  illegals.  “We  were 
able  to  give  them  some  help 
and  send  them  back  but 
people  just  can’t  get  jobs 
here.” 

Other  welfare  workers  say 
the  illegals  are  treated  badly 
by  farmers,  cheated  out  of 
wages  and  given  substandard 
housing,  because  they  can’t 
complain. 

JUDY  BOSQUEZ  of 
Pocatello,  a  job  development 
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counselor  for  the  migrant 
council,  said  she  heard  of  50 
illegals  being  crammed  into  a 
truck  for  the  trip  here  from 
Mexico— at  $200  a  head. 

That  is  what  she  says  the 
Mexicans  were  charged  to  be 
brought  in. 

“They  were  let  off  in  the 
Tyhee  area  and  the  driver 
pointed  to  a  farm  and  said, 
‘there’s  your  job.’ 

“Of  course,  there  was  no  job 
but  by  the  time  they  turned 
around,  the  truck  was  gone.  I 
don’t  know  how  they  can  do 
that  and  get  away  with  it,”  she 
said. 

Dennis  Milbrath  of 
Milwaukee,  a  VISTA  worker  at 
Blackfoot,  said,  “They’ll  work 
for  a  lot  less  than  the  regular 
migrants  .  .  .  half,  perhaps  $  1 5 
to  $20  a  day. 

“But  then  when  the  season’s 
over,  farmers  turn  them  in, 
then  they  don’t  have  to  pay 
full  wages.” 

SKINNER  disputes  that.  He 
says  some  of  the  farmers  who 
use  illegal  workers  even  have 
come  to  the  jail  after  the  men 
were  picked  up  to  pay  them 
what’s  coming  to  them. 

Farmers  claim  they  wouldn’t 
have  to  hire  persons  who  are  in 
the  country  illegally  if  they 
could  get  enough  help. 

“It’s  hard  to  get  people  to 
move  sprinkler  pipe,”  says  W. 
Dale  Rockwood  of  Ionia, 
president  of  the  Idaho  Farm 
Bureau. 

“The  migrants  don’t  want  to 
do  it  .  .  .  it’s  so  easy  to  draw 
welfare  .  .  .  they’d  rather  draw 
welfare  than  move  pipe.” 

Rockwood  said  the  farm 
bureau  “is  for  hiring  local 
people  if  they  could  find  them 
but  the  farmers  don’t  feel  they 
should  have  to  check  papers, 
identity  cards  and  such  when 
other  businesses  don’t  have  to 
do  the  same  thing  when  they 
hire  people.  It’s  a  real  fine  area 
where  civil  rights  are 
involved.” 

State  Sen.  Phil  Batt, 
R-Wilder,  said  farmers  in  his 
area  don’t  knowingly  hire 
wetbacks.  “I  don’t  think  there 
is  much  in  the  Teasure  Valley 
area,”  he  said. 

He  also  said  he  didn’t  think 
there  was  much  enthusiasm  to 


Discovery  in 
outer  space 


Discovery  in  outer  space  of 
deuterium -also  called  heavy 
hydrogen-by  Bell 
Laboratories  scientists  adds 
new  knowledge  of  the  birth  of 
the  universe.  The  scientists 
used  the  36-foot,  millimeter 
wave  telescope  of  the  National 
Radio  Astronomy  Observatory 
at  Kitt  Peak,  Arizona. 

Deuterium  is  the  hydrogen 
isotope  that  has  twice  the  mass 
of  ordinary  hydrogen,  and  is 
found  in  trace  amounts  on  the 
earth,  as  in  sea-water.  For 
more  than  a  decade  scientists 
have  sought,  unsuccessfully,  to 
detect  its  presence  in 
interstellar  space.  This  is 
because  deuterium  is  of  special 
interest  in  understanding  the 
workings  of  the  universe. 
Hydrogen  is  the  main 
constituent  of  the  universe. 
Deuterium  also  is  the  first  and 
simplest  product  of  nuclear 
reactions  such  as  those 
occurring  in  stars,  and  those 
believed  to  have  occurred  in 
the  early  evolution  of  the 
universe. 

But  the  “surprisingly  large” 
concentrations  of  deuterium 
now  detected,  according  to  a 
joint  announcement  by  Bell 
Labs  and  the  National  Radio 
Astronomy  Observatory,  also 
pose  a  host  of  new, 
unanswered  questions  about 
chemical  and  nuclear  reactions 
in  space,  questions  which 
astronomers  and 
astro-chemists  will  feel 
challenged  to  answer. 


introduce  a  bill  in  the  Idaho 
Legislature  to  make  it  illegal  to 
hire  illegal  workers. 

“A  BILL  failed  along  those 
lines  four  years  ago  because 
farmers  felt  they  shouldn’t  be 
subject  to  laws  that  other 
businesses  are  not  subject  to,” 
he  said. 

Doyle  Symms,  president  of 
the  Idaho  Fruit  Producers 
Association,  said,  “It’s  really 
hard  to  tell  a  wetback.  You’d 
think  a  Social  Security  card 
would  be  sufficient  but  some 


of  them  have  two  Social 
Security  cards.” 

He  said  his  association  has 
gone  on  record  as  disapproving 
the  use  of  wetbacks.  “The 
Immigration  people  who  allow 
authorized  migrants  to  come 
in  should  give  them  identity 
cards,”  he  said. 

Skinner  sums  up  the  attitude 
of  many: 

“Perhaps  they  do  some 
good.  But  it’s  against  the  law 
for  them  to  be  here,  and  I’ll 
enforce  it  as  long  as  I’m 
sheriff.”

A  dinosaur  dream'  come  true

A  documentary  film  owned 
by  Public  Broadcast  Services 
will  be  released  sometime  this 
fall.  Though  completely 
factual,  “The  Great  Dinosaur 
Discovery”  relates  more  than  a 
historical  finding.  It  is  the 
story  of  a  man  named  Jim 
Jensen  and  of  his  fairy-tale 
dream  come  true. 

Producer-director  of  the  film 
John  Linton  called  Jensen 


The  documentary  film  was 
shot  on  location  the  summer 
of  1972,  when  Jensen  went 
back  to  excavate  the  spot 
where  the  bone  had  been 
found.  Amazing  discoveries 
were  made  that  summer  from 
the  remains  of  1 5  different 
dinosaurs  in  the  area. 


IT  BEGAN  when  Jensen, 
curator  of  the  Earth  Science 
Museum  at  BYU  was  visiting 
friends  in  Colorado.  They  had 
in  their  living  room  an  unusual 
bone,  a  conversation  piece.

The  Senate  Thursday  passed 
by  a  76-6  vote  and  sent  to  the 
House  a  bill  to  bar  hometown 
backouts  of  professional  sports 
if  the  games  are  sold  out  72 
hours  in  advance. 

The  legislation  would  expire 


one  year  after  enactment, 
allowing  time  to  determine 
whether  telecasting  some 
home  games  would  result  in 
reduced  attendance,  as  some 
team  owners  contend. 

Meanwhile,  National 
Football  League  Commissioner 
Pete  Rozelle  said  the  league 
might  limit  its  television 


agreement  with  the  networks 
to  a  single  game  each  week  if 
Congress  bans  local  blackouts 
of  NFL  games. 

Rozelle  told  the  House 
c  o  m  muni'cations 
subcommittee  that  the  NFL 
would  have  to  reconsider  its 
television  policy  if  Congress 
passes  the  blackout  ban  and 


the  26  league  clubs  begin 
showing  an  attendance  decline. 

He  said  televising  a  single, 
national,  game-of-the-week  is 
“far  and  away  the  most 
economically  productive  use 
of  television  by  professional 
sports  leagues. 

“The  NFL  member  clubs 
would  then  be  left  to  find  for 


themselves  in  an  attempt  to 
make  individual  arrangements 
for  their  own  telecasts,” 
Rozelle  said.  “And  I  can  assure 
you  that  if  that  situation 
should  come  to  pass,  most 
NFL  cities  would  be  deprived 
of  the  away  games  of  their 
home  teams.” 
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Arizona  quarterback  Bruce  Hill. 

Using  a  five-two  lock  on 
defense,  according  to  Smith, 
the  Wildcats  will  be  in  an  angle 
formation  with  five  men  on 
the  line,  a  middle  linebacker 
and  a  wide  linebacker,  a  short 
and  a  wide  halfback  ip  the 
secondary,  a  safety  and  a 
roving  monster  man  called  the 
Wildcat. 

The  Wildcat  is  the  wild  card 
man  who  is  used  to  make  the 
defensive  adjustments  with  a 
free  hand  to  cover  any 
offensive  move. 

Hampered  by  two  serious 
injuries  to  key  players,  the 
Cats  will  have  to  struggle  along 
without  strong  quarterback- 
split  end  Bill  Baechler  and  big 
Steve  Lehmann  at  right  tackle 
both  out  for  the  season  with 
patella  problems. 

With  a  depth  of  three  or 
four  good  players  at  each 
position,  the  Wildcats  aren’t 
worrying  about  the  few  other 


minor  injuries  strung 
throughout  the  rest  of  the 
team. 

Young  came  from  the 


attack  supplementing  an  ailing 
offense. 

Playing  with  split  backs  on 
offense,  the  Wildcats  will  rely 
on  the  option  with 
down-the-line  options  and 
play-action  passes.  The 
pocket-type  attack  is  “the 
kind  that  we  need  so  that  we 
can  move  the  ball  from  the 
running  standpoint  but  also 
when  we  get  in  the  hole  we 
can  come  out  and  play  a 
positioned  passing  game.  We 
are  trying  to  establish  a 
balance  between  a  passing  and 
a  running  game,”  Young 
explained. 

Arizona’s  receiving  corps 
will  be  the  youngest  part  of 
the  offensive  attack,  according 
to  receivers  coach  Willie  Peete, 
with  only  one  senior,  one 
junior  and  the  rest  sophomores 
and  reshmen. 

To  give  more  strength  to  the 
interior  offensive  line,  Coach 
Young  had  to  shuffle  some 
players  around,  losing  the 
needed  experience  already 
lacking  in  the  whole  offensive 
team. 

Last  year  the  Wildcats,  with 
perhaps  the  best  material  in 
the  WAC,  were  among  the 
favorites  to  win  the  conference 
title.  But  they  fell  off  to  a  4-7 
overall  and  4-3  WAC  mark. 

This  year,  most  coaches 
around  the  league  are  adopting 
a  wait-and-see  attitude  in 
regard  to  the  Wildcats.  Arizona 
again  has  fine  talent,  but  a 
coaching  change  always 
introduces  major  adjustments.

he  was  defensive  coordinator 
on  the  defensively  oriented 
team.  Thus  we  will  be  relying 
heavily  upon  his  own  defensive 
team. 

A  team  cannot  live  on 
defense  alone  but  Young  will 
attempt  to  slow  the  game 
down  with  a  ball  control  type 


before  the  program  can  begin 
functioning  smoothly. 

The  Arizona  defense  will  be 
led  by  one  of  the  nation’s  top 
linebackers,  Ransom  Terrell. 

Terrell,  a  6-3,  218-pound 
senior,  has  good  speed  and 
range  and  was  an  AU-WAC  first 


team  selection  a  year  ago.  He 
will  play  the  wide  linebacker 
position  in  the  Wildcats’  new 
defensive  attack. 

“This  defense  can  stop  any 
offense,”  Terrell  says.  “I  don’t 
think  there  is  an  offense  that 
can  pick  up  the  angles  of  our 
front  five.  We  have  confidence 
in  our  defense,  and  we  know 
it’s  proven  since  Michigan  has 
been  among  the  nation’s 
leaders  in  scoring  defense  the 
past  three  years.” 

Terrell  also  says  he  and  his 
teammates  have  responded 
favorably  to  a  more  organized, 
disciplined  approach  by  the 
coaching  staff.  “Last  year  we 
had  five  different  coaches 
telling  us  five  different  ways  to 
do  things,”  he  says.  “This 
year,  we  know  exactly  what  is 
expected  of  us.  The 
organization  is  unbelieveable.” 

Young  has  made 
strong-armed  Bruce  Hill  the 
number  one  quarterback.  The 
6-2,  200-pounder,  Hill  sat  out 
last  season  after  an  impressive 
freshman  year.  The  backup 
signal-barker  is  junior  Jerry 
Davis,  who  was  top  QB  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1972  season 
but  who  saw  action  in  only 
four  games. 

The  starting  running  backs 
will  be  Jim  Upchurch  and 
Willie  Hamilton,  both  juniors. 
Both  saw  action  in  all  of  the 
Wildcats’  games  last  season, 
although  their  statistics  were 
modes. 

In  describing  the  Wildcat 
team  as  a  whole,  Young  said, 
“We  aren’t  the  type  of  team 
that  will  be  dominated  by 
anybody  and  we  aren’t  the 
type  that  will  run  over 
anybody,  either.  We  are  strong 
and  consistent,  and  we  will 
have  to  wait  until  the  season 
starts  to  see  how  our  team 
plays  against  another  team.”

The  6-fooM  Smith  used  an 
overpowering  service  in 
crushing  unseeded  Onny  Parun 
of  New  Zealand  6-3,  6-3,  6-2. 
Kodes,  runnerup  to  Smith  here 
two  years  ago  and  winner  of 
boycotted  Wimbledon  in  July, 
was  carried  to  the  12th  game 
of  the  fifth  set  for  an 
up-and-down  triumph  over 
Kikki  Pilic  of  Yugoslavia  in 
winning  6-2,  4-6,  6-1, 3-6,  7-5.

Swimmer  sets  clean'  mark

BELGRADE  (AP)  -  Rick 
DeMont— the  swimmer  who 
lost  his  Olympic  gold  medal 
because  he  took  drugs  for  his 
asthma— set  a  world  record 
Thursday  and  regained  his 
place  as  the  world’s  best  in  the 
400-meter  freestyle. 

The  17-y ear-old  star  from 
San  Rafael,  Calif.,  won  the 
title  in  the  world 
championships  in  3:58.18.  He 
edged  his  old  rival,  Brad 
Cooper  of  Australia— the  man 
who  took  over  DeMont’s  gold 
medal  at  Munich— by  one-half 
second. 

DeMont’s  brilliant  swim 
marked  the  start  of  an 
incredible  hour  at  Belgrade’s 
Tasmajdan  pool  in  which  four 
world  records  fell. 

David  Wilkie,  a  19-year-old 
Scot  who  is  coached  by  Bill 
Diaz  at  the  University  of 


Miami,  set  a  mark  of  2:19.28 
in  the  200-meter  breaststroke. 

Roland  Matthes,  East 
Germany’s  backstroke  star, 
lowered  his  own  world  record 
for  the  200  meters  to  2:01 .87. 

Gudrun  Wegner,  another  star 
of  the  rising  East  German 
team,  swam  a  record  4:57.51 
in  the  women’s  400-meter 
individual  medley. 

At  the  end  of  the  night  the 
United  States  retained  its  lead 
over  East  Germany,  with  10 
gold  medals  against  9. 

The  Americans  maintained 
their  dominance  in  the  men’s 
200-meter  butterfly,  with 
Robin  Backhaus  of  Redlands, 
Calif.,  winning  in  2:03.32  and 
Steve  Gregg  of  Wilmington, 
Del.  finishing  second. 

DeMont  and  Cooper  raced 
side  by  side  in  adjacent  lanes 
in  the  thrilling  400-meter 
freestyle. 

Cooper  was  almost  a  second 
ahead  at  the  halfway  mark, 


and  was  still  marginally  in 
front  at  300  meters.  Then  the 
American  turned  on  an 
electrifying  finishing  burst.

With  an  inexperienced 
secondary,  the  Cougars  will  be 
relying  heavily  upon  ace  pass 
defender  Dave  Atkinson  to 
plug  up  those  holes. 

“Most  of  our  players  in  the 
secondary  this  year  are 
inexperienced,”  says  the  6-2, 
190-pound  Atkinson.  “But 
they’re  just  as  good  athletes  as 
I  was  as  a  sophomore.” 

Atkinson,  who  Edwards  calls 
“our  best  football  player,”  has 
grabbed  off  17  interceptions  in 
his  two  seasons  and  needs  only 
one  more  to  set  a  school 
record.  He  has  good  speed,  hits 
hard  and  should  be  a  fine  pro 
prospect.  But  it  hasn’t  come 
easy  for  him. 

“I  was  a  quarterback  when  I 
came  here,”  he  says,  “but  it 
didn’t  take  them  long  to 
switch  me  to  the  defense.  I 
didn’t  think  they  gave  me 
much  of  a  chance,  and  I  was 
afraid  it  was  the  beginning  of  a 
long  line  of  shuffling. 

“Then,  moving  to  the 
defense,  I  was  behind  Chris 
Farasopoulos,  and  I  wasn’t 
that  good  anyway,  so  the 
coaches  asked  me  to  red-shirt 
what  would  have  been  my 
sophomore  year  in  1970.  I 
fought  the  decision,  because  I 
wanted  to  graduate  in  four 
years,  but  I  eventually  went 
along  with  it. 


“When  I  finally  got  to  play, 
in  my  first  game  against  North 
Texas  State,  they  quickly 
completed  a  40-yard  pass 
against  me.  I  thought,  ‘Oh,  oh, 
it’s  gonna  be  a  long  three 
years.’  ” 

As  it  turned  out,  it’s  been  a 
long  three  years  for  BYU 


opponents.  Atkinson 
attributes  his  interception  pace 
to  “a  lot  of  luck,  to  just  being 
there  at  the  right  time.”  But 
he  admits  that  “having 
thought  like  a  quarterback 
helps  me  to  play  the  defensive 
secondary.”’ 

“Playing  cornerback  is  also  a 
matter  of  confidence.  With 
more  experience,  the  more 
gambling  you  do.  I  didn’t  do 
very  much  of  that  earlier.” 

Atkinson  credits  Dewey 
Warren,  who  coaches  the 
quarterbacks  and  receivers, 
with  helping  to  upgrade  the 
defense  indirectly.  “Coach 
Warren  lets  us  see  a  lot  of  new 
offensive  formations  in 
practice.  He’s  also  helping  to 
take  the  pressure  off  our  unit 
by  bringing  the  offensive  team 
around.  Without  a  fairly  good 
offense,  your  defense  will 
crumble.”

Athletics :  middle-class  domain 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
A  master’s  thesis  at  the 
University  of  Utah  says 
athletic  success  is  mainly  a 
middle-class  stronghold. 

“All  things  equal  physically, 
the  middle  class  kid  will 
succeed  eight  out  of  10 
times,”  says  Cottonwood  High 
School  football.  Coach  H.  G. 
Linford  in  his  thesis. 

Linford  ’s  study  was  a 
sociological  comparison  of 
families  whose  children  were 
determined  as  being  successful 
at  football. 

Linford  collected 
questionnaires  from  74  boys 
their  coaches  thought 
successful  in  seven  Granite 


District  schools. 

Linford  said  he  tried  to  find 
if  the  social  strata  of  the 
players  related  to  their 
successes. 

Linford  said  his  findings 
would  apply  to  nearly  any 
sport,  although  they  dealt  with 
football  players. 

“The  upper-level  kid  doesn’t 
succeed  as  much  because  he 
doesn’t  seek  status  through 
contact  sports.  Rich  kids  don’t 
have  to  prove  themselves 
physically-they  can  prove  their 
worth  with  their  checkbook,” 
Linford  said . 

He  said  about  80  per  cent  of 
the  golfers  and  tennis  players 
are  found  in  the  upper  social 


levels. 

Linford  said  athletes  from 
lower-level  families  have  poor 
success  because  of  what  he 
calls  the  “failure  syndrome.” 
He  said  they  have  seen  and 
experienced  so  much  failure  in 
their  lives  that  they  become 
leery  of  competition. 

“They  don’t  go  out  for  the 
team  because  they  might  get 
cut.  They  look  at  a  program  as 
an  opportunity  to  fail,  rather 
than  an  opportunity  to 
succeed. 

“However,  there  are  lots  of 
lower-income  kids  who  have 
super  motivation  to  succeed, 
but  no  way  or  time  to  express 
it  physically.”

WASHINGTON  - 
Congressional  hearings  on 
causes  and  possible  solutions 
of  the  national  newsprint 
shortage  are  being  urged  by 
Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah. 

In  a  letter  to  Sen.  Warren  G. 
Magnuson,  D-Wash.,  chairman 
of  the  Senate  Commerce 
Committee,  Sen.  Moss  said: 

“I  would  like  to  suggest  that 
the  committee  undertake  a 
review  and  examination  of  the 
nature  and  causes  of  the 
newsprint  and  paper  shortages. 


“It  is  particularly  important 
that  any  committee 
consideration  of  this  problem 
take  into  account  the  strong 
local  interests  arising  out  of 
the  impact  of  paper 
production  on  the  economies 
of  the  several  regions  in  which 
this  industry  is  of  great 
importance.” 

The  Utahn  is  the  second 
member  of  the  commerce 
committee  to  call  for  a  probe 
of  the  shortage  of  newsprint. 
The  other  was  Sen.  Clifford  P. 
Case,  R-N.J.,  who  advised  Sen. 
Magnuson  that  six  weekly 
papers  in  New  Jersey  have 
ceased  publication  because  of 
the  paper  shortage.
